IN  our  brief  discussion  last  week  of 
'scripture  and  revelation  as  sources  of  in- 
formation and  guidance  we  implied  a  uni- 
versal need  of  help  beyond  what  man  can 
give.  The  awareness  of  that  need  increases 
with  mental  and  spiritual  maturity  or  is 
driven  home  by  the  common  experiences  of 
life. 

Some  have  thought  that  revelation  or 
divine  communication,  comes  without 
thought  or  effort  on  man's  part.  Our 
Father  has  invited  us  repeatedly  to  "  call 
on  Him."  While  He  is  ever  ready  to 
answer  when  we  call,  He  waits  upon  our 
invitation.  "  Ask  and  ye  shall  receive, 
knock  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you." 

He  who  makes  a  habit  of  sincere  prayer, 
and  prays  believing,  will  find  his  life 
noticeably  and  profoundly  enriched  and 
steadied.  He  will  increase  in  tranquility 
and  poise,  he  will  have  added  courage  and 
stamina.  His  physical,  moral,  and  spiri- 
tual attitude  will  indicate  he  is  aware 
of  the  presence  of  a  powerful  Friend. 

Our   Inner  Self 

In  attempting  to  develop  a  life  of 
prayer,  one  becomes  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  he  is  two  persons,  and  this  is  true  of 
all  of  us.  There  is  our  outside  self,  the 
person  who  is  seen  and  watched  by  others, 


who  lives  and  speaks  and  acts  in  public, 
the  person  we  reveal  to  others  with  vary- 
ing degrees  of  frankness  or  affectation. 
And  there  is  that  other  self — the  inner 
self,  which  is  ever  partly  hidden  even  from 
our  closest  friends,  and  which  we,  our- 
selves, but  dimly  apprehend. 

It  is  this  self,  our  better  self,  that  the 
Master  sees  and  values.  To  Him  the  door 
of  this  Interior  Castle  is  always  open.  He 
sees  the  real  person.  He  knows  that  the 
fiercest  battles  are  fought  in  this  "  Sector 
of  the  Soul,"  and  He  whispers  hope  to  all 
who  have  not  surrendered  there.  It  was 
because  of  this  insight  that  He  could  dis- 
tinguish with  such  startling  penetration  be- 
tween the  woman  and  her  accusers,  be- 
tween the  fishermen  and  the  Scribes  and 
Pharisees. 

//  zvas  this  understanding  of  the  inner 
man  which  caused  Him  to  advise  us  to 
go  alone  into  our  closets  and  close  the 
door  when  we  would  commune  with  the 
Father.  Man,  when  alone  with  God, 
knows  there  can  be  no  pretence,  or  make 
believe.  Here  at  least  he  is  absolutely 
honest.  "  We  feel  the  thing  ive  ought 
to  be  beating  beneath  the  thing  we  are." 
Realising  that  He  knows  before  ivc  tell 
Him,  we  lay  bare  our  souls  to  God.  It 
is  the  antiseptic  washing  of  the  wound 
tuhich  makes  healing  possible  and  in  re- 
ligion this  is  called  repentance  and  for-

i  I  am  appointed  to  give  on  the  Church 
radio  hour,  a  series  of  short  talks  under 
the  general  title,  "  On  the  Way  to  Immor- 
tality and  Eternal  Life,"  for  God  de- 
clared to  the  Great  Lawgiver : 

"  For  behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my 
glory — to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality 
and  eternal  life  of  man."  {Moses  I  :  39.) 
The  shortness  of  each  talk  will  not  per-. 

mit  amplifying  the  theme  by  discussions. 

We   shall   generally   state   principles   and 

draw  conclusions,  leaving  our  listeners  to 

fill  in  the  reasoning. 

The  annual  season  set  apart  for  remem- 
bering the  birth  of  our  Lord  has  just 
closed.  Properly  kept,  it  brought  to  us 
the  reflections  that  come  from  a  know- 
ledge that  he,  whose  birth  we  remembered, 
gave  us  the  gift  of  life  in  resurrected 
bodies  for  the  eternities. 

During  the  season  we  have  pondered, 
again  and  again,  our  own  lives  of  which 
he  is  the  way  and  the  light.  Sobered  by 
this  thought,  we  felt  we  had  somehow 
drifted  afield.  We  recalled  Christ's  words 
to  his  disciples,  "  Enter  ye  in  at  the 
straight  gate ;  for  straight  is  the  gate,  and 
,  narrow  is  the  way  that  leads  to  life,  and 
few  there  be  that  find  it ;  but  wide  is  the 
gate,  and  broad  the  way  which  leads  to 
death,  and  many  there  be  that  travel  there- 
in, until  the  night  cometh,  wherein  no  man 
can  work."     (3  Nephi  27:33.) 

Aware  of  our  own  weakness  to  overcome 
the  infirmities  of  the  flesh,  humbled  by 
the  sense  of  our  own  waywardness,  yet 
enheartened  by  the  spirit  of  righteousness 
which  lighteneth  every  soul  not  too  deep 


in  sin,  we  have  with  broken  hearts  and 
contrite  spirits,  reached  out  for  help  to 
that  final  source  of  all  help,  our  Heavenly 
Father.  And  he  has  blessed  us  by  bring- 
ing to  our  memories  that  glorious,  sove- 
reign formula  revealed  to  us  through 
James — the  formula  that  opened  the  door 
for  the  ushering  in  of  this,  the  Last  Dis- 
pensation of  the  Fullness  of  Times : 

"  //  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him 
ask    of   God,    that   giveth   to    all    men 
liberally,    and  upbraideth   not;  and  it 
shall  be  given  him."     (fames  1:5.) 
Recollecting   this,    we  were  comforted, 
for  this   sovereign  promise  is  not  to  the 
few,  nor  to  those  of  high  degree  only,  but 
to  every  one  of  us,  high  and  low,  rich  and 
poor,  who  live  on  God's  footstool,  univer- 
sal,   unrestricted — to  you   and   to   me,    to 
our  neighbour  and  to  his  neighbour,  and 
to  our  loved  ones  afar  off.     God  will  give 
liberally    to   each    and   all    who   properly 
come  to  him  and  to  the  estabished  Church 
of  his  Son.     Reflecting  thus,  we  had  joy 
in  our  hearts  for  here  was  great  hope. 

But  we  now  remembered  the  further 
words  of  James,  teaching  us  how  we  might 
make  certain  to  gain  the  promised  wis- 
dom : 

"  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
wavering.  For  he  that  wavereth  is  like 
a  zvave  of  the  sea  driven  with  the  zvind 
and  tossed. 

"  For  let  not  that  man  think  that  he 
shall  receive  any  thing  of  the  Lord  " 
(James  1  :6-y.) 

Wondering,  almost  doubting,  we 
thought,  have  we  the  faith  necessary  to 
gain  the  wisdom  we  seek  ?  We  recalled 
Paul's  discourse  to  the  Hebrews  on  the 
power  of  faith,  and  the  mighty  works 
done  through  the  ages  by  this  all-compell- 
ing force,  even  since  the  beginning  days 
(Continued  on  page  SKJ.) 
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r  RIENDS  of  the  air  : 
'  On  his  way  from  Perea  to  Jerusalem 
to  attend  his  last  Passover,  and  following 
the  giving  of  his  great  parable  about  the 
Pharisee  and  the  sinning  Publican,  the 
people  brought  little  chldren  to  Jesus  to 
be  blessed  of  him.  The  disciples  forbid- 
ding this,  Jesus  rebuked  them,  saying : 

"  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto 
me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is 
the  kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you.  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the 
kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child  shall 
in  no  wise  enter  therein."  {Luke  18  :  10 
ff.  Mark  10:  13  #.) 

To  his  disciples  disputing  among  them- 
selves as  to  who  should  be  greatest,  Jesus 
said : 

"  Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become 

as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into 

the   kingdo7ii    of    heaven.      Whosoever 

therefore  shall  humble  himself  as  this 

little  child,  the  same  is  greatest  in  the 

kingdom  of  heaven."     {Matt.   18:    1-6; 

Mark  9  :  33-37  ;  Luke  9  :  46-48.) 

Yet,  in  the  words  of  an  ancient  prophet, 

many  men  "  are  lifted  up  in  the  pride  of 

their  eyes,  and  have  stumbled,  because  of 

the    greatness    of    their    stumbling   block 

.  .  .  they  put  down  the  power  and  miracles 

of  God,  and  preach  up  unto  themselves 

their  own  wisdom  and  their  own  learning." 

(2  Nephi  26  :  20.) 

Paul  declared  to  the  Corinthians  the 
truth  about  the  proud  man  of  the  world : 
"  But  the  natural  man  receiveth  not 
the  things  of  the  Spirit  of  God;  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him;  neither  can  he 
know  them,  because  they  are  spiritually 
discerned."  (I  Cor.  2:14.)  "  For  what 
man  knoweth  the  things  of  a  man,  save 
the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in  him?  even 


so  the  things  of  God  knoweth  no  man, 
but  the  Spirit  of  God  "  {id.  v. 11),  and 
"  the  Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you" 
{I  Cor.  3  :  16.) 

Men  must  put  pride  of  their  learning 
and  achievement  from  their  hearts.  And 
why  not  ?  For  how  like  a  drop  in  the 
ocean  is  the  knowledge  of  the  wisest  com- 
pared with  the  fullness  of  the  truth  of  the 
universe.  Men  must  humbly  confess  Jesus 
as  the  Christ,  "  for  there  is  none  other 
name  under  heaven  given  among  men, 
whereby  we  must  be  saved."    (Acts  4  :  12.) 

To  the  natural  man  who  scornfully 
scoffs  at  this,  I  again  quote  Paul,  "  the 
foolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than  men," 
(I  Cor.  1  125)  while  "  the  wisdom  of  this 
world  is  foolishness  with  God."  (I  Cor. 
3-190 

Concerning  the  wisdom  of  men  the 
Preacher  said :  "  Vanity  of  vanities  .  .  . 
all  is  vanity"  (Eccles.  12:8),  and  God, 
speaking  of  the  mysteries  of  creation  and 
existence,  taunted  Job : 

"  Who  is  this  that  darkeneth  counsel 
by  words  without  knowledge  ?  Gird  up 
now  thy  loins  like  a  man;  for  I  will 
demand  of  thee,  and  answer  thou  me. 
Where  wast  thou  when  I  laid  the  foun- 
dations of  the  earth?  declare,  if  thou 
hast  understanding.  .  .  '.  When  the 
morning  stars  sang  together,  and  all  the 
sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy?  .  .  .  Hast 
thou  commanded  the  morning  since  thy 
days;  and  caused  the  dayspring  to  know 
his  place.  .  .  .  Have  the  gates  of  death 
been  opened  unto  thee?  or  hast  thou 
seen  the  doors  of  the  shadow  of  death? 
.  .  .  Canst  thou  bind  the  sweet  influences 
of  Pleiades,  or  loose  the  bands  of 
Orion?  Canst  thou  bring  forth  Mazza- 
roth  in  his  season?  or  canst  thou  guide 
Arcturus  with  his  sons?  Knowest  thou 
the  ordinances  of  heaven?  canst  thou 
set  the  dominion  thereof  in  the  earth?  " 
{Job  38:2-4,  7,  12,  17,  31-33.) 
(Continued  on  page  28.) 
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when  "  through  faith  .  .  .  the  worlds  were 
framed    by    the    word    of    God."      (Heb. 

We  felt  we  had  not  the  faith  that  per- 
formed the  great  wonders  of  which  Paul 
told,  yet  we  recollected  that  faith  is  a 
gift  of  God,  and  that  Jesus  speaking  to 
the  multitude  on  the  mount  said,  "Ask, 
and  it  shall  be  given  you ;  seek,  and  ye 
shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened 
unto  you."    (Matt.  7:7;  Luke  11  :g.) 

Then  there  was  borne  in  upon  us  the 
everlasting  truth  that  the  Lord  stood  al- 
ways ready  to  help ;  that  all  spiritual  aid 
comes  from  him ;  that  this  we  might  al- 
ways have  if  we  went  to  him  in  such  way 
that  we  could  receive  his  blessings.  We 
knew  he  had  unnumbered  blessings  to 
give  to  every  one  of  his  children,  if  they 
but  put  their  lives  and  their  spirits  n  such 
tune  wth  his  that  he  might  bestow  his 
gifts,  and  that  we  may  so  attune  our  lives 
and  spirits  with  his  if  we  keep  his  com- 
mandments. 

Then      recollection      brought      us      the 

memory  of  his  great  commitment  to  us  : 

"  /,  the  Lord,  am  bound  when  ye  do 

what  I  say;  but  when  ye  do  not  what  I 

say,    ye    have    no    promise."      (D.    C. 

82:10.) 

So  from  out  this  season  we  gathered 
anew  into  our  hearts  the  solemn  conviction 
that  in  our  Wanderings,  even  in  our  trans- 
gressions, we  might  have  help,  the  help 
of  wisdom  to  overcome,  one  of  God's  most 
precious  gifts,  if  we  but  sought  him  in 
faith  for  the  wisdom  to  meet  our  trials 
and  tribulations,  and,  further,  that  as  he 
promised  the  multitude  on  the  mount,  if 
we  asked  we  should  receive  and  if  we 
knocked,  it  should  be  opened  unto  us. 

This  sovereign  formula  brings  help  and 
peace  now  as  it  did  two  millenniums  ago. 
The  heavens  are  as  open  to-day  as  they 
were  in  the  days  of  Peter,  and  James,  and 
John,  and  Paul,  and  all  the  rest  of  those 
olden  apostles,  mighty  in  the  strength  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  God  still  answers  the 
prayers  of  the  righteous,  still  reveals  his 
(Continued  on  page  32.) 
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Man  to-day  may  understand,  through 
the  wisdom  God  has  bestowed  upon  his 
children  in  these  latter  days,  many  things 
Job  did  not  understand.  But  not  yet  can 
man  do  the  simplest  arithmetic  of  God's 
creations  and  compute  the  relationship 
even  of  the  earth,  the  moon,  and  the  sun, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  sun  and  his  whole 
planetary  system,  and  infinitely  farther 
beyond  this,  the  mysteries  of  the  universe 
— man  still  does  not  understand  the  laws 
that  govern  the  Pleiades  and  Orion,  and 
Mazzaroth  and  Arcturus,  and  that  keep 
them  in  their  places  in  the  visible  universe, 
and  that  hold  this  universe  on  its  way  in 
orderly  procession  through  the  deep 
reaches  of  endless  space.  Narrow  indeed 
are  the  limits  of  the  finite  mind  touching 
infinity. 

So  on  our  way  to  immortality  and 
eternal  life  we  must  humbly  try  to  com- 
prehend and  live  the  simple  truths  of  the 
everlasting  Gospel,  framed  for  the  weakest 
and  most  unlearned  amongst  us,  so  simple 
indeed  that  "  wayfaring  men,  though 
fools,  shall  not  err  therein."  (Isaiah  35  :  8.) 
For  eternal  truth  is  not  foolishness,  but 
infinite  wisdom. 

Truth  found,  brings  to  the  humble,  con- 
trite soul  a  gleam  of  the  glory  and 
majesty  and  saving  power  of  him  who 
died  that  we  might  live,  who  declared  to 
them  who  would  have  made  him  their 
king,  because  he  fed  them  with  loaves  and 
fishes:  "  I  am  the  bread  of  life;  he  that 
cometh  to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he 
that  believeth  on  me  shall  never  thirst  " 
(John  6:35);  who  in  the  Temple,  at  the 
Feast  of  the  Tabernacles,  said  : 

"  /  am  the  light  of  the  world;  he  that 
follow eth  me  shall  not  walk  in  dark- 
ness, but  shall  have  the  light  of  life  " 
(John  8:12);  and  who  declared  to 
Martha  complaining  that  he  was  not 
with  Lazarus  before  he  died :  "  I  am  the 
resurrection  and  the  life;  he  that  be- 
lieveth in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shaii  he  live:  And  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die;  and  who 
in  the  Passover  Chamber  proclaimed  to

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"  0  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  which  killed 
the  prophets  and  stonest  them  that  are 
sent  unto  thee;  how  often  I  would  have 
gathered  thy  children  together  as  a  hen 
gathereth  her  brood  under  her  wings,  and 
ye  would  not."     Luke  13:34. 

I  HAVE  often  tried  to  visualise  in  my 
mind  the  sorrow  and  great  heartache 
that  undoubtedly  tore  at  Jesus'  very  soul 
as  he  lamented  over  the  people  of  Jerusa- 
lem concerning  their  hard-heartedness  and

stiff-neckedness.  How  great  his  pain 
must  have  been !  He  had  sent  down 
prophet  after  prophet  telling  of  Him  and 
His  glorious  Gospel — the  promise  of 
eternal  life  if  only  they  would  follow  in 
faith  believing  and  manifest  their  faith  by 
good  works  and  living  His  command- 
ments. But  they  rejected  Him  and  His 
teachings  and  set  up  for  themselves  man- 
made  doctrines  and  in  many  instances 
set  up  religious  organisations  to  get 
gain.  Through  the  changing  of  the 
original  ordinances  and  teachings  of 
Jesus  Christ,  man,  for  almost  1,800 
years,  lived  and  died  here  upon  the 
earth  without  the  true  gospel  plan.  So 
greatly  had  man  changed  these  glori 
ous  ordinances  that  when  God  the 
Eternal  Father  and  Jesus  Christ  appeared 
to  Joseph  Smith  we  are  told  that  Jesus 
stated  that  "all  their  creeds  were  an  abomi- 


nation in  his  sight;  that  those  professors 
were  all  corrupt;  that  they  draw  near  to 
me  with  their  lips  but  their  hearts  are  far 
from  me ;  they  teach  for  doctrines  the 
commandments  of  men,  having  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  they  deny  the  power 
thereof." 

God  our  Heavenly  Father  is  loving  and 
merciful.  He  has  sent  us  another  prophet, 
and  through  him,  serving  only  as  an  in- 
strument in  the  hands  of  the  Lord,  the 
fullness  of  the  everlasting  gospel  (Revela- 
tion 14:6)  has  been  restored  never  to  be 
taken  from  this  earth  again.  This  latter- 
day  prophet  is  Joseph  Smith.  As  proof 
to  all  mankind  that  he  was  a  true  prophet, 
he  translated  a  book  which  has  baffled  the 
literary  critics  for  over  a  hundred  years 
and  which  is  to-day  more  widely  read  than 
any  other  volume  save  the  Bible.  He,  too, 
suffered  the  horrible  persecutions  and  in 
very  deed  "  hell  let  loose  to  oppose  him 
in  the  cause  of  truth."  He  lived  in  six 
different  states;  none  wanted  to  recognise 
him  as  their  own.  He  was  imprisoned 
many  months  and  when  he  was  free,  he 
was  hounded  like  a  fugitive.  He  was 
covered  with  tar  and  feathers  and  once 
left  for  dead  and  at  the  very  early  age  of 
38  he  was  martyred  by  a  mob  with 
painted  faces — shot  to  death  defending 
the  true  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ !  He  had 
fulfilled  God's  purpose  and  promise, 
however,  and  had  restored  his  "  full  and 
everlasting  "  gospel. 

The  "  Mormon  "  Church  makes  one 
original  and  fundamental  claim,  which, 
at  once,  involves  a  great  and  serious 
conflict  between  itself  and  all  other 
organisations  professing  religion.  It 
claims  to  be  the  very  Church  founded  by 
Christ  on  earth,  completely  and  perfectly 
restored,  after  submersion  for  centuries 
beneath  a  deluge  of  apostacy. 

People  must  no  longer  blind  themselves 
to  the  stand  we  take,  and  as  we  look  back 
through  the  history  of  our  great  Church,

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4tQEND  forth  the  elders  of  my  church 
&  unto  the  nations  which  are  afar  off ; 
unto  the  islands  of  the  sea;  send  forth 
unto  foreign  lands;  call  upon  all  nations; 
first  upon  the  Gentiles,  and  then  upon  the 
Jews. 

And  behold,  and  lo,  this  shall  be  their 
cry;  and  the  voice  of  the  Lord  unto  all 
people :  Go  ye  forth  unto  the  land  of 
Zion,  that  the  border  of  my  people  may 
be  enlarged,  and  that  her  stakes  may  be 
strengthened,  and  that  Zion  may  go  forth 
unto  the  regions  round  about". 

(D.&C.  133:  8-9). 

It  is  evident  from  the  recent  arrival  of 
so  many  Missionaries  that  the  above  scrip- 
ture is  gaining  strength  as  the  wheel  of 
time  turns  on.

"Greeley  Victory" 
steamed  in  on  March  18th  and  brought 
Elders  Herman  N.  Buehler,  Cal  E.  Hill, 
and  A.  Sterling  Workman.  Each  arrival 
of  new  Missionaries  adds  strength  to  the 
work  of  the  Lord  in  this  part  of  His  vine- 
yard. We  are  happy  to  have  them  here 
to  join  with  us  in  this  wonderful  land  and 
we  wish  them  success  and  happiness  in 
their  work. 

As  our  numbers  have  been  increased,  it 
has  become  necessary  to  make  various 
changes  among  the  Missionaries.

Elders  Kuttler,  Beckstrand,  Bowles, 
Cammack,  Rowland  and  Jenkins,  Dur- 
ban; Elders  Norr  and  Thackery,  Pieter- 
maritzburg;  Elders  Workman  and 
Roberts,  East  London ;  Elders  White, 
Perry,  Williams  and  Shirley,  Port  Eliza- 
beth; Elders  Margetts  and  Evans, 
Bergvlei;  Elders  Herzog  and  Taylor, 
Gardens;  Elders  Webb  and  Buehler, 
Goodwood;  Elders  Stevens  and  Heaton, 
Newlands ;  Elder  and  Sister  Poulter, 
Paarl ;  Elders  Pinegar  and  Workman,  Sea 
Point;  Elders  Whiting  and  Christensen, 
Wynberg;  Elders  Rockwood  and  Curtis, 
Mowbray ;  and  Elders  Olson  and  Hyer 
at  Cumorah.  The  Orange  Free  State 
has  been  reopened  with  Elders  Backman 
and  Hill  in  Bloemfontein.  We  are  happy 
to  hear  of  the  splendid  reception  the  new 
Missionaries  are  receiving  throughout  the 
various  Branches.  The  stimulation  they 
give  to  the  meetngs  are  gratifying  to 
everyone  who  attend.

the  persecutions   and   malicious   lies   and 
sufferings  show  only  too  clearly  a  simple 
re-enactment  of  the  miseries  of  the  early 
Christians  in  defending  this  gospel  truth. 

The  horrible  story  of  Christianity  in 
the  early  days  has  been  told  many  times. 
Edward  Williams,  a  noted  literary  writer, 
states  it  thus  :  "All  hell  let  loose  to  oppose 
the  cause  of  truth."  Yet  in  very  fact,  may 
we  derive  the  strongest  arguments  in 
favour  of  the  claims  of  Christ.  If  he  was 
not  the  Lord  of  life  whose  "  up-lifting  " 
means  the  ultimate  overthrow  of  hell  and 
the  "  death  of  death,"  it  is  difficult  indeed 
to  explain  why  all  agencies  of  evil  massed 
together  as  it  were  to  attempt  the  destruc- 
tion of  His  cause  and  His  people.  From 
these  early  day  persecutions  one  comes  to 
the  conclusion  that  "  God  maketh  wrath 
of  man  to  praise  him  and  prove  his 
people." 

As  missionaries  of  this  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  going  from 
door  to  door,  we  see  the  fruits  of  these 
evil  devised  and  corrupt  doctrines.  We 
have  doors  slammed  in  our  faces — we  are 
told  we  are  of  the  devil.  .  .  .  We  are  told 
Joseph  Smith  was  an  impostor,  that  we 
need  no  latter-day  revelations,  that  we  are 
the  false  prophets  as  it  warns  in  the  Bible. 
(Matthew  7:15.)  Yes,  we  are  rejected 
very  much  in  the  same  manner  to-day  as 
we  go  about  proclaiming  this  glad  tiding 
of  great  joy.  Surely  Satan  and  all  his 
hosts  are  fighting  against  the  Church  of 
God.  He  does  noes  not  worry  about 
man-made  religions.  But  the  "Mormon's," 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  with  only 
a  million  strong,  with  the  mountain  of 
the  Lord's  house  established  in  the  tops 
of  the  mountains  (Isaiah  2 :  2)  does 
worry  him  and  all  his  followers.  They 
know  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
shall  come  out  victorious  and  then  all

giveness.  It  is  a  time  when  our  souls 
are  naked  and  perhaps  ashamed,  but, 
when  no  longer  distracted  by  fear  of 
discovery,  zve  can  really  concentrate  on 
prayer. 

Rich  and  radiant  living  is  generated  in 
the  hour  of  quiet  meditation,  of  self  ex- 
amination, of  confession  of  weaknesses 
and  prayer  for  forgiveness.  This  searching 
of  our  own  souls  and  admitting  what  we 
see,  is  sometimes  painful,  but  its  effects 
are  healing  and  wholesome.  Probing  a 
wound  is  sometimes  more  beneficial  than 
applying  an  ointment. 

Prayer  is  a  time  to  express  gratitude  for 
blessings.  Real  soul  growth  results  from 
humbly  expressing  thanks  for  favours, 
and  our  blessings  seem  to  multiply  when 
we  pause  to  name  them  to  the  Giver. 
Gratitude  is  akin  to  humility  and  love.  It 
refines  character  and  re-emphasizes  values. 
While  it  should  not  be  what  someone  has 
called  it,  "A  lively  sense  of  favours  to 
come,"  still  gratitude  is  a  seed  which  will 
bear  fruit  in  future  blessings.  Most 
prayers  would  be  enriched  by  a  larger  por- 
tion of  thanksgiving. 

Praise  and  Worship 
We  need  the  growth  that  comes  to  all 
who  praise  and  worship  the  Creator.  It 
is  not  implied  that  He  needs  our  praise  or 
seeks  our  adoration.  He  is  our  ideal  of 
all  the  good  we  know  and  to  praise  and 
adore  Him  is  to  hold  before  us  all  the 
virtues  which  in  Him  have  reached  perfec- 
tion. Contemplation  of  the  life  of  Christ, 
and  adoration  of  the  Deity,  will  tend  to 
lift  us  above  the  petty,  selfish  and  super- 
ficial thoughts  and  experiences  of  our 
daily  existence  and  to  make  us  more  like 
that  which  we  adore. 

We  should  ask  forgiveness  when  we 
pray.  Each  of  us  will,  at  some  time  in 
his  life,  feel  the  need  of  mercy  and  for- 
giveness and  this  need  may  bring  us  to 
our  knees  in  prayer.  David  felt  this 
poignant  need  after  the  Prophet  Nathan 
pointed  the  accusing  finger  at  him  and 
said,  "  Thou  art  the  man."  Listen  to  the 
cry  of  a  once  proud  but  now  broken  heart 
as  David  prays : 


"  Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  God, 
according  to  thy  loving  kindnesses ; 
according  unto  the  multitude  of  thy 
tender  mercies  blot  out  7ny  transgres- 
sions. Wash  me  thoroughly  from  mine 
iniquity,  and  cleanse  me  from  sin.  For 
I  acknowledge  my  transgressions;  and 
my  sin  is  ever  before  me.  .  .  .  Hide  thy 
face  from  my  sins,  and  blot  out  all  mine 
iniquities.  Create  in  me  a  clean  heart, 
0  God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within 
7ne."    (Psalms  51:1,  3,   10.) 

Humility 

Humlity  on  the  part  of  him  who  prays 
was  commended  by  the  Saviour  in  the 
parable  of  the  Pharisee  and  the  Publican. 
The  Pharisee  prayed  :  "  God,  I  thank  thee 
that  I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extor- 
tioners, unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this 
publican.  I  fast  twice  the  week;  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess."  The  Publi- 
can's prayer  was  more  acceptable  though 
it  was  spoken  in  only  seven  simple  words  : 
"  God,  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner."  There 
was  no  humility  in  the  heart  of  the  Phari- 
see; he  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  good 
man  and  he  was  quite  willing  to  admit  it. 
He  said  "  I  "  five  times  in  two  sentences 
without  stopping  to  draw  a  breath.  He 
was  not  seeking  forgiveness,  his  was  not 
a  prayer  of  thanksgiving,  nor  a  prayer  of 
praise  except  praise  of  self,  there  was  no 
worship  in  it ;  in  fact  it  was  not  prayer  but 
a  cheap  exhibition  of  self-righteousness. 
The  Publican's  humility  was  so  sincere 
that  he  could  not  even  lift  his  eyes  toward 
heaven;  his  plea  for  mercy  came  from  a 
contrite  heart.  Speaking  of  the  Publican, 
Jesus  said  :  "  This  man  went  down  to  his 
house  justified  rather  than  the  other." 

The  Things  We   Need 

We  should  pray  for  strength  and  wis- 
dom, for  courage  and  stamina,  for  under- 
standing and  charity,  for  the  things  we 
need  to  help  build  worthy  characters  and 
thus  to  glorify  our  Maker.  We  should 
pray  for  help  to  make  us  equal  to  our 
tasks  as  Lincoln  did.  "  I  have  been  driven 
many  times  to  my  knees,"  he  said,  "  by  the 
overwhelming  conviction  that  I  had  no- 
where else  to  go ;  my  own  wisdom   and 
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that  of  all  around  me  seemed  insufficient 
for  the  day."  At  another  time  he  said : 
"  I  have  always  taken  counsel  of  Him,  and 
have  never  adopted  a  course  of  proceeding 
without  being  assured,  as  far  as  I  could 
be,  of  His  approbation." 

Solomon,  who  is  credited  with  unusual 
wisdom,  was  mindful  of  its  source — at 
least  in  his  early  life — and  he  prayed  for 
help.  "  And  now,  O  Lord  my  God,  thou 
hast  made  me,  thy  servant,  King  instead 
of  David,  my  father;  and  I  am  but  a 
little  child ;  I  know  not  how  to  go  out  or 
come  in.  And  thy  servant  is  in  the  midst 
of  thy  people,  that  cannot  be  numbered 
nor  counted  for  multitude.  Give  thy  ser- 
vant, therefore,  an  understanding  heart  to 
judge  thy  people,  that  I  may  discern  be- 
tween good  and  evil ;  for  who  is  able  to 
judge  this  thy  great  people." 

Seclusion 

Prophets  of  old  frequently  retired  into 
secluded  places  for  prayer  and  meditation. 
Elijah  heard  the  "  still  small  voice  "  when 
alone  at  the  brook  of  Cherith,  and  he  came 
back  with  a  great  message.  John  the 
Baptist  spent  much  time  in  the  wilderness 
preparing  for  his  mission  to  announce  the 
Son  of  God.  Much  of  the  transformation 
from  Saul  of  Tarsus  to  Paul  the  Apostle, 
took  place  while  he  was  alone  in  Arabia 
after  his  great  vision.  The  prophet  Joseph 
Smith  sought  the  solitude  of  the  Sacred 
Grove  where  the  Dispensation  of  the  Full- 
ness of  Times  was  ushered  in  by  prayer. 
The  Saviour  frequently  went  apart  to 
pray,  to  get  away  from  the  multitude  and 
be  alone  with  his  Father.  Upon  his  re- 
turn from  such  communion,  his  disciples, 
noting  his  radiance  and  the  renewal  of  his 
strength,  and  feeling  that  their  own 
prayers  had  sometimes  been  unavailing, 
cried  unto  him,  "  Lord,  teach  US  how  to 
pray."  That  appeal  could  well  be  the  in- 
troduction to  all  our  prayers. 

Family   Prayer 

It  is  essential  that  all  of  us  spend  some 
time  alone  with  God,  bat  we  should  also 
commune  with  Him  in  company  with 
others.     Many  young  lives  have  been  en- 


riched and  spiritually  provisioned  for 
life's  journey  as  they  knelt  around  the 
family  altar  and  heard  their  parents  talk 
with  God.  Family  ties  are  closely  knit 
when  children  ask  God's  blessings  on  their 
parents  and  on  one  another  while  kneeling 
in  this  sacred  circle.  There  would  be 
fewer  broken  homes  if  the  foundations 
were  daily  "  pointed  up "  by  family 
prayer. 

Pray  Always 

We  have  known  men  who  pray  while 
working  in  the  office,  shop  or  factory,  in 
pulpit,  any  time  and  any  place  was  for 
them  the  time  and  place  to  pray.  "  Lord, 
that  I  may  stop  along  the  way  at  any  time 
of  night  or  day  and  talk  to  you." 

The  Answer 

Sometimes  we  lose  confidence  in  prayer 
because  we  do  not  realise  the  answer. 

"  We  ask  for  strength  and  God  gives 
us  difficulties  which  make  us  strong.  We 
pray  for  wisdom  and  God  sends  us 
■problems,  the  solution  of  which  de- 
velops wisdom.  We  plead  for  pros- 
perity and  God  gives  us  brain  and 
brawn  to  work  with.  We  plead  for 
courage  and  God  gives  us  dangers  to 
overcome.  We  ask  for  favours — God 
gives  us  opportunities.  This  is  the 
answer.'''' 

To-day  a  group  of  men,  delegates  from 
many  nations,  are  making  plans  for  world 
peace.  Behind  them  is  a  larger  group, 
working  almost  day  and  night  on  propa- 
ganda to  influence  their  policies  and  deci- 
sions.    But  the  hundreds  of  millions  of  us 

who  have  no  direct  contact  with  them  need 
not  be  helpless,  though  in  their  councils 
we  must  be  silent.  We  all  have  a  vital  in- 
terest in  the  outcome  of  their  delibera- 
tions ;  we,  the  common  people  everywhere, 
could  profoundly  influence  what  they  do 
by  ceaseless  importunities  to  God.  The 
prayers  we  prayed  for  our  servicemen  may 
have  partly  been  in  vain  unless  with  the 
same  solicitude  we  continue  to  plead  for 
the  success  of  the  cause  for  which  they 
paid  so  dearly.

evil  (Satan  and  his  followers)  shall 
be  bound  and  cast  out  into  complete 
and  utter  damnation.  i\s  missionaries  we 
must  not  become  discouraged  for  we  know 
that  we  have  the  truth,  and  it  only  gives 
further  evidences  as  these  people  reject  us, 
that  Satan  too  knows  we  have  the  truth. 
Indeed,  each  missionary  can  come  to  say 
within  himself  as  Paul  wrote  in  his  epistle 
to  the  Romans,  "  For  I  am  not  ashamed 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  for  it  is  the

Let  us  learn  some  bigger  prayers  than 
we  said  as  little  children.  Let  us  shift  the 
emphasis  from  ourselves  and  our  next  of 
kin  and  enlarge  the  scope  of  our  interest 
and  our  supplication.  We  should  con- 
tinue to  pray  for  the  safety  and  the  guid- 
ance of  our  loved  ones  and  to  believe  those 
prayers  are  efficacious.  But  we  must  en- 
large our  outlook  and  have  faith  that 
prayers  to  God  for  our  country  and  the 
world  will  be  heard  and  answered.  But 
here  as  in  our  prayer  for  kinfolk  we  must 
cast  out  selfishness  and  honestly  seek  the 
wider  good.  We  must  recognise  him  as 
the  universal  Father  and  not  a  mere  tribal 
god  who  would  help  one  group  or  section 
at  the  expense  of  another. 

Sincere  prayer  should  imply  a  willing- 
ness to  co-operate  with  God. 

The  birth  and  development  of  our  de- 
mocracy is  the  world's  best  example  of 
how  men  can  co-operate  with  God  and  dis- 
place tyranny  with  freedom.  No  doubt 
the  sceptic  sneered  with  derision  when  a 
few  men  with  spiritual  faith  declared  that 
"All  men  are  created  equal."  From  the 
viewpoint  of  the  sceptic  it  was  sheer  mad- 
ness, in  a  world  of  class  hatred  and  dis- 
tinction, ruled  by  kings  and  tyrants,  for 
an  isolated  group  to  say,  "  We  the  people, 
with  God's  help,  propose  to  rule  our- 
selves." But  what  these  praying  men 
established,  with  heaven's  benediction,  is 
now  the  world's  best  hope. 

These  men  became  the  instruments 
through  which  the  prayers  of  millions  of 
the  oppressed  of  other  lands  were 
answered.  The  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  stands  as  unanswerable 
proof,  not  only  that  God  rules  in  the 
affairs  of  men,  but  that  men  may  be  in- 
struments in  the  affairs  of  God  to  bring 
about  His  purposes.  Let  us  pray  for  the 
safe  launching  of  a  larger  "Ship  of  State" 
whose  keel  they  are  now  attempting  to  lay 
at  Lake  Success. 


Let  us  pray  and  praise  and  worship — 
secretly — in  our  families — and  in  Church. 
Let  us  give  thanks  for  all  our  blessings 
and  seek  forgiveness  for  our  follies.  Let 
us  pray  for  those  who  love  us,  for  our 
leaders,  church  and  state.  Let  us  pray 
for  those  who  need  help  and  support  our 
prayers  with  service.  Let  us  pray  for 
health  and  strength  and  wisdom.  Pray 
for  faith  to  carry  on  when  our  strength 
seems  insufficient,  and  the  answer  is  de- 
layed. Let  our  prayers  go  out  as  well  as 
upward.  We  must  work  as  well  as  pray. 
Let  us  pray  for  peace  and  concord,  in  our 
hearts,  our  homes,  and  country.     Let  us 

pray  for  other  nations enemies  as  well 

as  friends.  Thus  we  may  make  our  little 
corner  of  the  Garden  a  productive  spot  of 
beauty,  with  no  wall  or  fence  or  hedge 
between  us  and  our  neighbours.  Prayer 
will  rid  our  hearts  of  hatred,  it  will 
chasten  our  ambitions,  until  with  love  of 
God  and  neighbours  we  shall  keep  His 
two  commandments.     LET  US  PRAY.
